BRITISH COLUMBIA'S RESOURCES. 



(From the Weekly Globe.) 

The union of British Columbia with 
Conuda was surrounded by so many nn- 
plousing asi-ojititioua uud circumstances 
that the interest which would otherwise 
have been felt iu tho event v/aa, to a large 
exteut, chilled am: supplanted by afeoling 
of iud'^yrenco to tlie acquisition. Butwo 
are pi °d to observe thoro are judica- 
tions . a better feeling iu tho Province 
towards tho Dominion, and of a more 
hopeful tono in tho Dominion as regards 
the Province Thoro is a steady progross 
going on in British Columbia herself; if 
Confederation hus not done all that was 
desired or hoped for, it has done a. good 
deal, while other circumstances are de- 
veloping now sources of wealth and pros- 
perity. 

The couditious of venture in British 
Columbia are now easier. Access to tho 
gold region, if still toilsome, is less diffi- 
cult ;the prospeetof tha railway hasdtimu- 
lated efforts sit colonization, settlors are 
going iuto the country, there is plenty of 
food now to be had on comparatively tuoil- 
oruto torms. ovuu in districts that seem to 
tho dwellers in prairie lands moro or less 
crumped, large herds may be fed on rich 
and productive soils, there is a stable 
system of government, and tho strength 
which union with Canada gives does much 
to inspire a confidence ami assurance that 
iu old times were wanting. Under these 
more propitious circumstances, experi- 
ments upon the gold-yieldiug qualities of 
the quartz have been made anew. Avery 
deep interest, amounting almost to exoite- 
rnout, showed itself pending the report of 
the mineralogies. But tuuo report ha; 
exeotded the most sanguine expectations 
It is clear that tho process of crushing 
will yield a return for capital invested 
and that a degtee of certainty may bo iw 
ported into tho business quite unknown 
in connection with former speculations. 
Under the fullest protection of tho law, 
with far fewer hardships than ordinarily 
Burroundedsuch enterprises, the capitalist 
in British Columbia may go to work us 
safely as in the very heart of the most 
populous of cities. 

Encouraging, however, as the pros 
poets, of tho gold workings of Cariboo 
rcay bo, it would be a subject lor rogret if 
on this we were bound to rest our wholo 
confidence in British Columbia's pros 
perity Gold will be ouly one of the iin 
portant factors in the development of hor 
stores of half hidden wealth, To speak 
only of what is known to exist is to enu- 
merate all that is needed to secure a solid 
basis of prosperity. Almost contiguous 
to magnificent harbours and inlets, to 
spots where navies might be built aud 
ride, when built, in safety, is to bo found 
some of tho most splondid pine timber in 
the world. For ship-building and the 
creation of a mercautile marino commeu 
surato with a most extended commerce, 
British Columbia has facilities almost un 
equalled. In her fisheries she has an ex- 
haustive supply, not only of the cheapest 
food for the support of her own popula 
tion, but an article of world-wide con 
sumption aud commercial demand. At a 
point readily accessible from her largost 
harbors, and from tho open ocoan, are 
beds of steam coal of the finost quality, 
probably the only really first-class coal on 
the Pacific coast. Tho San FranciscanB, 
at any rute, were glad last year to import 
a hundred thousand tons of it, paying a 
duty of 75 cents a ton, and a good price to 
the coal owner besides. Contiguous to 
the coal bodsuio also to be found deposits 
of iron ore of superior quality, and lime- 
stone, which is so necessary an auxiliary 
to the production of tho manufactured 
article. Cleveland itself, with its onor- 
mous iron works, consuming nearly a 
million of tons of coal annually in the 
process, is not in regard to the deposits of 
the two minerals so favorably situated as 
N'inaitno for un iron manufacturiugindus- 
try. Copper and tin are al.-o found in 
Vancouver Island, but of tho prolific 
character of the iron doposits th< re is no 
question. Remote, too, as British Colum- 
bia is f-om the Old "World's markets, she 
is most favorably situated for commanding 
somo that are just beginning to appreciate 
tho necessity of adopting an Old World 
civilization. Within the comparatively 
short distance of -1,000 miles is the Em- 
pire of Japan, with a most intelligentpoo- 
plo of tbirty-tliree millions already 
familiarizing themselves with tho railway 
and othor modern inventions. In Coma 
one railway at least has forced the thin 
end of tho wedge into its antiquated sys- 
tems, and prejudices, and told four hun- 
dred and twenty five millions that thuy 
need much, to which they have never yet 
bcon accustomed. Australasia even now 
exchanges her products with her sister 
colony on tho Northern Pacific coast; and 
if the Uuiied States still preserve 11 jeal- 
ous exelusiveness, there are ton millions 
or more of South America us on thu west- 
em shore of this continent who will bo 
glad to lie customers lor all that they ro- 
qnire that British Columbia can supply. 
If we add to all this, tho possession of ' a 
climate delightfully temperate, but not 
enervating, we may safely challenge the 
proof that British Columbia is a posses- 
sion not, to be undervalued, either as a por- 
tion of the Dominion, or (ha western out- 
post of the Empire.

The Steele Lead of William Creek. 



Embraced in the prospootus of the 
British Columbia Milling and Min- 
ing Company, (Limbed) wo notioo an 
allusion to tha lost load of the 
Steslo claim on Wiliiain Cruel;, Cariboo, 
and the intention of that company to tun- 
nel for it through the slide bed rock. This 
takes us back to the palmy duys of 'CO and 
'62 when that company was tho loading 
olairn on the creek, and to bo near thii 
Steele then, was synonymous with being 
now on or near the Bonanza. Tho claim 
embraced a frontage of 900 feet. Tho firat 
100 feet of which produced about $250,- 
000, and comprised nearly tho entire yield 
ofthocl.im, At that point tho lead of 
the upper William Crook was lost, and 
notwithstanding a diligent search, in vol- 
ying an immense outlay of money and la- 
bor, it was nover found. Tho theory has 
obtained general belief amongst miners 
that tho so-called Steele lead was cut off 
by a heavy bedrock slide, and that could 
a tunnel be run through the slide, which 
of course can bu done, the lust lead will 
bo found in or uudor tho bill. Iu sup- 
port of tho theory of bodrock slides, sov 
eral instances are cited as having occurred 
in the immediato vicinity of the Steelo 
claim on William and the adjacent oreeks. 
It remains therefore with the British Col- 
umbia Company of Victoria to open a new 
field foralluvial prospectors, us should thh 
lead bo traced into or under th hill then 
the fountain head of what was onu.; the rich 
•st plaoer diggings over found in tho world 
would bo discovered, and an opportunity 
again afforded for individual efforts with- 
out capital, In order to enable tho com- 
pany to thoroughly prospect tho ground, 
a lease baa been obtained from the Gov- 
ernment for a period of ten years with a 
privilege of a renewal of ten moro of 
all the worked and unworked ground for- 
merly owned by tho Stoelo, Point, Ah 
botand other oouipauias, embracing an 
area of 35 acres. We shall await the de- 
velopments made in this direction with 
considerable inferos!. Moantiino con- 
tracts will be let by the same company for 
running tunnels and sinking shafts on 
their quartz claims, namely: tho Wilkin- 
son, the Stoadman No. 2, and^tlie Mam- 
moth. These latter when oponed will it 
it expected compel tho company to ordor 
another 20-stamp mill in addition to the 
one about to bo constructed.

Victoria Gaol. 

A petition for presentation to tho Leg- 
islative Assembly, is about being signed 
by all the leading residents of tho city, 
praying for tho erection of a gaol boyoud 
the limits of the city on the following 
grounds: 

1st. That the present gaol is unsuited 
to present wants and future purposes. 

2nd. That a moro healthy and commo- 
dious gaol should bo erectod with all mod- 
ern and sanitary improvements. 

3rd. That owing to bad ventilation and 
other causes, any contagious diseases ori- 
ginating thorein, would imperil the health 
of tho community. 

4. That on grounds of humanity tho 
livas of the prisoners aro a sacred trust, 
and would bo oudangered by Are owing to 
present imperfections. 

5th. That tho parading of criminals 
confined for petty offoncos through the 
streets of the city ia morally objectionable 
and is not conducive to tho repression of 
crimo, besidos being highly objectionable 
to our citizens and strongem visiting the 
city. 

Against theso meritoiious grounds we 
think no one can demur, aud it is gratify- 
ing to think that irrespective of the attt-n 
tion which our future prospects demand, 
there aro those amongst us who can de- 
vote their time to such a praiseworthy aud 
laudable object. 

The Queen's Speech. 

Tho opening of tho present Parliament 
waB quite an event in English history, in 
asmuoh as the public mind sought for n 
solution of tho Eastern question which 
had become tho solo absorbing topic ( f 
tho day. Tho nation is, howevor, assur- 
ed that every effort to fecuro peace com- 
patible with tho dignity of the Govern 
ment had beon made. The Czar had ox 
pressed a dosiro for peace, aud it was to 
be hoped that through tho good 
offices of the Government a pi-ace 
would bo effected which would be 
satisfactory to all concerned. Tho assur- 
ance that tho Government would continue 
strictly neutral, unless direct British in 
terests were imperilled, seems to have 
given general satisfaction to the oouutry. 
But the assertion that curtain precaution- 
ary measures may have to be adopted im 
plios that the danger is not yet past, and 
that tho assistance of Parhameut is re 
qnirod to place the army and navy iu such 
a position that tho couutry may not bu 
found unprepared to protect its interests, 
and by doing so, may command moro re 
spoct tkan by passive indifference which 
soino countries may erroneously construe 
into fear. Her Majesty with tho same 
kindly feelings as of yoro, refers to tho 
condition of her subjects in India, and the 
local and national etVortH which have been 
niadd to supply their wants. The wholo 
apeoch is complimentary to the exertions 
of the Governmout, and gives that con- 
tentment to the public mind which was 
necessary iu tho interests of trade mid 
geueral good will.

CAPTURE AND PBEIilMINARY EXAMINATION 
OP JORDAN. 

Specia 1 Constables Green, Martin, 
Smith and Maine brought up John Jor- 
dan, tho alleged murderer of N. Stroutt, 
on Saturday evening last. Jordan had 
escaped over tho line immediately after 
the murder, but roturued to his own 
dwelling at Boundary Bay some days tif- 
torwards. Search being made, tho 
oflieers bogan to suspect he was soma- 
where secreted near his own house, aud 
accordingly seta watch on it day and 
night, special constables, Martin, Smith, 
and Maine, being detaile 1 for tho pur- 
pose. On Friday last it was tho turn of 
Smith aud Maine to be insido tho cabin, 
when they hoard au unusual uoiso uudor 
the floor, whenco they soon unearthed 
Jordan. Ho told them on emerging that 
ho surroudorod himself, but suddenly 
seized tho gnn Maino carried, and a des- 
perate struggle ensued, during which ono 
of the barrels oxplodod uncomfortably 
near to Martin's head, who just escaped 
by knocking tho gun aside. Ho was Boon 
overpowered and ironed. Jordan's place 
of couceulmout was just under the bod 
whore tho oilloers slept during tho hours 
wheu they were relieved from out-ido 
duty. Jordan protondod insanity on tho 
way up to town, but it was badly played. 
Tho little steamer Leviathan, employed 
for tho constables, was of great service in 
tho capture. 

On Monday John Jordan was charg- 
ed with tho murder of N. Stroutt at Cauoo 
Pass, ou Saturday tho 12th inst. Tho pri- 
soner was unrepresented by counsel. 
Supt. Bowden watched tho caso for the 
Crown. W. Smith on being sworn, testi- 
fied to tho following effect:— I was in New 
Westminster along with Stroutt on Thurs- 
day. 10th inst.; Isold some pigs and af- 
terwards purchased somo lumber; I took 
Stroutt to see the lumber, but bo made 
some objection to it as being uuQt for the 
work required; I ultimately took the lum- 
ber; Stroutt received from mo about SIS, 
ond obtained $2.50 on his way up; I met 
Stroutt several times while in town, and 
wo once had a drink together at tho Bliz- 
zard, for which deceased paid ; when wo 
started fo; home in deceased's bo.it, on 
which I had placed the lumber, we had 
live bottles of liquor, three of gin, be- 
longing to deoeased, aud two of whiskey, 
belonging to rno; wo called, at Bromrige's 
place on the way down, where one bottlo 
of liquor was drank; we then lay down to 
sloop; after sleeping souie timo I awoke, 
and tried to arouse deceased, but could 
not; then started for home, leaving de- 
ceased aud Bromridge asleep; deceased 
appeared to bo pretty full; I arrived homo 
about 4 in tho morning, and started a tire 
when I got in; I broke one of tho bottloa 
of gin and carried tho pioco with the re- 
mainder of tho liquor into my house; 
Jordan camo in and I iuvitod him to take 
a drink, but ho objected to gin, so I sent 
my man Con to tho boat to bring up a 
bottle of whiskey, from which wo nil took 
a drink, and then had breakfast; tho boat 
was unloaded immediately after break- 
fast; Jordan spoke of going away, but did 
not; my son and Con took some clethesto 
wash to Jordan's, leaving Jordan and mo 
alone; wo did not cook any dinner, but 
sat by the lire, drinking from time to time; 
during tho day Jordan took down from 
their places two guus, ono belonging to 
deceased, which had been lent to Jordan, 
and returned on my order to deceased, 
and ono belonging to me; wo speke about 
deceased restocking them and Jordau 
measured tho loads in the guns and put 
them down by the cupboard, which is 
near to the fire, so thai a person sitting by 
tho fire could easily get hold of a gun; de- 
ceased arrived a littlo before 4 p. m.; he 
had a drink; thero was some conversation 
between Jordan and deceased about tho 
latter having taken away a gun from Jor- 
dau; deceasod said ho had not dono so as 
the gun belonged to him; Jordan then 
seized a gun and told deceased to stand 
back or he would shoot him; deceased, iu 
backing out of the bouse, said to Jordan, 
"Oh, don't, it's dangerous." Jordau then 
put tho gun back nuur tho cupboard, and 
deceased returned to tho honso in about 
ten minutes; bo took a drink and lay down 
upon my bed. Doco.is. d said Jordan was 
not so dangerous as he seemed to be, 
when Jordun took up i he gun and shot 
deceased an he lay on tho bed; wont over 
to tho bod aud raised deceased's bead, or 
tho remains of it; Jordan said, "is ho 
dead ?" I said, '"he is a dead man." I then 
■took up my gun and covered Jordan with 
it, ordering him out; Jordan went out and 
I followed; I then wrested tho gun fro... 
•Jordan, my own lyiug on the ground be- 
side us; he then went away; I did not at- 
tempt to detain him or offer him any iu 
ducement to remain ; wheu I raised de- 
ceased's head somo blood fell on my 
pants, which Jordan could see, as there- 
was still daylight enough; I started for 
Ladtier's to give the information, but got 
into tho water, when tho blood was wash 
ed off mv pants; 1 lost my way and then 
went to George Maine's, desiring him 
give the information. 

In answer to Supt Bowden, the witness 
said Jordan was in tho cabin when h 
moved deceased's head; he (w itness) was 
present when Jordan mado a voluntary 
confession to special constable Martin 
that ho (Jordan) had killed Stroutt. Th 
court then adjourned, 

Tuesday — George Maino was called. Ho 
stated how he camo to town and gave tho 
information; that he joined Martin and 
Smith to effect tho capture of Jordan; that 
being detailed to remain at Jordan's house, 
ho saw tho prisoner discovered beneath 
the floor, his offer to surrender, and sub 
sequent attempt to take his (Maine's) gun 
from him, and his confession to Martin 
that ho (Jordan) had committed th 
murder. Tho evidence of tho medical 
man, (Mclnnos) called in by tho Coronet 
was then taken, and tho prisoner was 
fully committed for trial.

Wednesday, Jan. 23rd. 

Prosont— His Worship tho Mayor in 
the Chair, Couas. Turner, Bodfern, Todd, 
Marviu, Williams, Shakespoaro, Dalby. 

Tho minutes of tho last meeting woro 
rend. 

Conn. Dalby said thnt ho considered 
tho appointment by His Worship of Couu. 
Todd as Chairman of tho Street Commit- 
leo and putting Couo. Williams at the 
foot of tho Finance Committee, was ra- 
ther casting a slight ou an old councillor 
and ono who was well-tip iu tho Street 
Committee; besides which he did not 
think it right to put th. new councillors 
before the old. As for himself, he could 
not serve on tho Street Committee for ho 
had not sufficient time. Tho appoint- 
ment of Standing Committees should 
bo mado by tho Council, and not by 
the Mayor alone. Ho would, therefore, 
object to that portion of tuo minutos, re- 
ferring to tho appointments, passing, 

His Worship said ho did not feel inclin- 
ed to alter any of the committees. He 
considered ho had chosou the members 
impartially aud they must remain so uu 
loss some cogent reasons were givou. 

Couu. Shakespeare said ho did not 
thiuk that members of tho old council, 
and who had actdl on committees, should 
have been pasted over, especially when 
some little experience was required. 

Couu. Williams said he was very sorry 
indeed that this question had arisou; but 
as it had ho did not think that ho, who 
had served the Council throe successive 
years, should now be placed at tho foot 
of the Finance Committee aud that a now 
councillor should bo put as chairman of 
that committee 

Couu LCedfern felt sure no slight had 
beeu intended as last year His Worship 
was a j- pointed chairman of tho Finance 
Committee when ho was a new member, 
and tbare woro members of the old Couu 
cil present. 

Conn Dalby then moved that the min- 
utes pass with tho exception of that por- 
tion referring to tho appointment of Com- 
mittees. Carried. 

Communications wero read from tho 
Mayor of St. John, N. B., Mrs. Moore, 
Geodacro & Dooloy, J. 15. Matthews, It. 
Newell, Moore & Co., Archdeacon Wright, 
Sergeant McCarthy, E. Mallandaine, W. 
C. Ward, Victoria Gas Co. 

His Worship then laid before tho Coun- 
cil an estimate of tho probable oipeudi- 
turo of the present year for tho City .show- 
ing a probable expenditure of 805,891, 
with an estimated income of $70,051, and 
also that there would only bo about §3000 
for general expenditure. 

After a short debate a motiou of Coun. 
Williams to lay tho papor over for one 
mouth was carried. 

Conn. Bed fern moved that tho Clerk 
(should be instructed to draw no chocks, 
except by the order of the Mayor or tho 
Chairman of tho Finance Committee. 

Coun. Williams moved «ui amendment, 
'That any member of tho Finance Com- 
mitto may instruct tho Clork to draw a 
check 

Tho amendment was carried. 
Coun. Turner said he considered the 
Council ought to try aud get tho Govern- 
ment to remit tho §4,000 liquor licenses. 
This was the only municipality he believ- 
ed iu tho Dominion that paid such or any 
tax. Tho Council pay for all their own 
improvements, which aro nil for the bene- 
fit of the Province. 

Coun. Dalby quite approved of this and 
thought it would be well to get up a peti- 
tion aud have it signed by tho ratepayers 
for that object. Dropped. 

On motiou ofCouneillor Shakespeare the 
Council theu nominated Coun. Williams, 
Shakespeare aud Todd as members of the 
StreetCommittee,andCoun. Dalby to sorve 
ou tho Finauco Committee in tho place of 
Coun.Widiams; the otherappointmouts to 
remain as nominated by the Mayor. The 
present officers of tho corporation wore 
reappointed for the ensuing year. 

Coun. Marvin moved that Mr. Williams 
be paid 850 for extra cement used at the 
dam. Carried. 

Tho Council then went inlo commilteo 
of the whole, with His Worship tho Mayor 
iu the chair.
